Order in Council 2339, Approved and 
Ordered July 12, 1975 


PURSUANT to the Public Inquiries 
Act, Labour Code of British Columbia, 
and the Judges Act (Canada), and upon 
the recommendation of the undersigned, 
the Lieutenant-Govyernor, by and with the 
advice and consent of the Executive 
Council, orders that 
_ Whereas, the Government of the Prov- 
ince of British Columbia has determined 
that a labour dispute in the forest industry 
in the Province involving a majority of 
employers and employees in that industry 
could result in severe social and economic 
difficulties for the people of British Co- 
lumbia, 
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And whereas, section 122 (1) provides 
that the minister may, either upon appli- 
cation or on his own motion, make or 
cause to be made such inquiries as he 
considers advisable respecting industrial 
matters, and, subject to this Act and the 
regulations, may do such things as he 
considers necessary to maintain or secure 
industrial peace and to promote condi- 
tions favourable to settlement of disputes, 

And whereas, section 150 provides that 
for the purpose of carrying out the pro- 
visions of this Act according to their 
intent, the Lieutenant-Governor in Coun- 
cil may make such regulations and Orders 
as are ancillary thereto and not incon- 
sistent therewith, 

And whereas, Forest Industrial Rela- 
tions Limited and the Interior Forest 
Labour Relations Association and the 
International Woodworkers of America, 
and the Pulp and Paper Industrial Rela- 
tions Bureau and the Pulp, Paper and 
Woodworkers of Canada and the Cana- 
dian Paperworkers Union have been un- 
able to renew their collective agreements, 

It is hereby ordered that the Honour- 
able Mr. Justice Henry E. Hutcheon be 
appointed as a Commissioner under the 
Public Inquiries Act (herein referred to 
as a Special Mediator) for the purpose of 
assisting the parties to resolve all matters 
in dispute. The Special Mediator shall 
make a report to the minister within 
twenty-one (21) days of his appointment, 
or such longer period as the parties agree 
upon or as the minister allows, and may 
recommend terms of settlement. The Spe- 
cial Mediator, for the purposes of this 
mediation, is not appointed as a Media- 
tion Officer pursuant to section 69. 

The Special Mediator shall be reim- 
bursed for his reasonable travelling and 
out-of-pocket expenses incurred by him 
in carrying out his duties pursuant to this 
appointment. It is further ordered that 
the Special Mediator may employ such 
staff and resources as are required in dis- 
charging his duties pursuant to this ap- 
pointment and the expenses incurred in 
providing this staff shall be paid.

Excerpt From Standing Orders Relating 
to Private Bills 


97. No petition for any Private Bill 
shall be received by the House after the 
first 10 days of each Session, nor may 
any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first three weeks of each Ses- 
sion, nor may any report of any Standing 
or Select Committee upon a Private Bill 
be received after the first four weeks of 
each Session, and no motion for the sus- 
pension or modification of this Standing 
Order shall be entertained by the House 
until the same has been reported on by 
the Committee on Standing Orders, or 
after reference made thereof at a previous 
sitting of the House to the Standing Com- 
mittees charged with the consideration of 
Private Bills, who shall report thereon to 
the House. And if this rule shall be sus- 
pended or modified as aforesaid, the pro- 
moters of any Private Bill which is pre- 
sented after the time hereinbefore limited, 
or for which the petition has been received 
after the time hereinbefore limited, shall 
in either case pay double the fees required 
in respect of such Bill by this rule, unless 
the House shall order to the contrary. 


98. (1) Any person seeking to obtain 
any Private Bill shall deposit with the 
Clerk of the House, eight clear days 
before the opening of the Session, 

(3 a printed copy of such Bill; 

(b) a copy of the petition to be pre-

(4) The publication of such notice shall 
in all cases be continued for a period of 
four weeks during the interval of time 
between the close of the next preceding 
Session and the consideration of the peti- 
tion.

to the provisions of paragraphs 2 and 3 
hereof. 

“2. (1) The Regional Board may un- 
dertake garbage collection for one or 
more participating member municipali- 
ties and may fix the terms and conditions 
under which the service will be provided 
and, without limiting the generality of the 
foregoing, may, by by-law, undertake 
varying levels of service for different elec- 
toral areas, or defined areas thereof. 

“(2) Before exercising the powers un- 
der subsection (1) the Regional Board 
shall obtain the written consent of the 
Director of each electoral area thereby 
affected to the garbage collection service 
proposed to be undertaken for such elec- 
toral areas, or defined areas thereof, and 
shall, by by-law, a copy of which shail 
be deposited in the office of the Inspector 
of Municipalities, name the participating 
member municipalities and, in the event 
a defined area of an electoral area js 
designated a participating member munici- 
pality, such defined area shall be defined 
by metes and bounds description in the 
said by-law and the said by-law shall de- 
clare the electoral areas, or defined areas 
thereof, to be a garbage collection service 
unit.

clared by the said by-law to be a garbage 
collection service unit, the product of 2 
mills on taxable assessed values for school 


purposes in the current year, excluding 
property that is taxable for school pur- 
poses only by special Act, within such 
refuse disposal service unit. 

“4. The annual net cost attributable to 
this function shall be apportioned between 
the member municipalities making up 
each garbage collection unit referred to 
in paragraph 2 (2) hereof, on the basis 
of assessment as fixed for the current year 
which may be taxed for school purposes, 
excluding property that is taxable for 
schoo] purposes only by special Act. 

“5. With the approval of the Inspector 
of Municipalities first had and obtained 
the amount requisitioned under subsec- 
tion (4) of section 784 of the Municipal 
Act for the purposes of this function, 
shall be assessed and levied on improve- 
ments only. 


“6. No debt, other than temporary cur- 
rent borrowing shall be incurred for the 
purposes of this function.”:

A By-law of the Greater Vancouver Re- 
gional District to Expropriate Real 
Property for Regional Parks Func- 
tion, Enacted Pursuant to Sec. 791 
of the Municipal Act.
